Johnny Mize, the St. Louis 
Cardinals’ rookie first-baseman, 
is pounding the ball at a very 
merry clip for a conv alescent. 
The g ig antic y outh is confound­ 
ing skeptical surg eons who pro­ 
nounced an operation on the 
pelvic arch last winter a success 
but who doubted his ability to 
reg ain 
normal 
streng th 
and 
speed without a full season lay ­ 
off. Opposing National leag ue 
pitchers who hav e seen their pet 
offering s g o screaming toward 
the outfield for ex tra base hits 
when Johnny connected would 
be happy to offer testimony to 
the effect that there is nothing 
wrong with Mize. 
Mize, a 6 -foot, 3-inch athlete, 
weig hing 210 pounds, is rated 
one of the best looking prospects 
to come up in the senior circuit 
in recent y ears. He’s a natural 
hitter and g ets plenty of dis­ 
tance with his blows. 
The Cincinnati Reds had a 
chance to g et Mize in the spring 
of 19 35, when they tried him out 
for a few weeks. When Mize 
failed to shake off a limp that 
hampered him the Reds’ man­ 
ag ement decided he was not 
worth the $55,000 asked by the 
Cardinals. So Mize was sent back 
to the Cardinals’ farm at Roch­ 
ester. 


DOZEN HOME RUNS 
The injury continued to both­ 
er him and he saw service in on­ 
ly 6 5 g ames. He did pretty well 
at that, for he hit a dozen home 
runs and finished well over the 
.300 mark. 
When the injury 
failed to clear up Mize submit­ 
ted to the operation. This ap­ 
parently did the trick. 
If Mize keeps up at his present 
pace he is likely to keep the 
slug g ing Ripper Collins on the 
bench. The rookie stepped in 
when Collins was suffering from 
a batting slump and moved 
along at such a fast clip that 
Manag er Frankie Frisch has re­ 
fused to break up a winning 
combination. 
Bill Terry , the New York Gi­ 
ants’ pilot, tried hard to g et 
Mize last winter, but the Car­ 
dinals turned a deaf ear to his 
talk of a trade or a purchase 
which would involve the ftest 
baseman. Mize would hav e fitted 
nicely into the Giants’ picture. 
Terry is ready to call it a day as 
far as his activ e play ing career 
is concerned, but before he re­ 
tires to the dug out he would like 
to find a capable y oung first 
baseman to take his place. At 
least three other teams in the 
National leag ue could make g ood 
use of Mize’s slug g ing talents.
